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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AJPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AJPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 2, 5-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kippenhan 
III et al hereinafter Kippenhan (US 2002/0010769). 

1. Referring to Claim 1, Kippenhan disclosed providing information on a wireless device 
comprising: receiving, at a remote server, one or more search parameters from the wireless 
device, the one or more parameters different from a menu navigation command of the wireless 
device (0010, 0007); 
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identifying a folder based on the one or more search parameters, wherein the identified folder is 
part of a preexisting deck maintained by said remote server (0007); and 
communicating the identified folder to said wireless device for performing a menu navigation 
to the identified folder (0024, 0027, 0033). 

2. Referring to Claims 2 and 8, Kippenhan disclosed further comprising: activating a script 
directed to one or more queries the script associated with a navigation command, each of the 
one or more queries associated with the one or more search parameters (refer to 0033, 0037, 
0039). 

3. Referring to Claim 11, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the wireless device display the at least 
one identified folder and/or the at least one identified item (refer to 0037). 

4. Referring to Claim 5, Kippenhan disclosed comprising receiving, at a remote server, one or 
more search parameters from the wireless device (refer to 0037); 

identifying a selection of a plurality of folders and/or a plurality of items based on the one or 
more search parameters (refer to 0037) each of the plurality of folders and items being part of a 
preexisting deck used by the wireless device (refer to 0034-0039); and providing a second menu 
(content after the user clicked the link, refer to 0037, 0038, 0039) to the wireless device based 
on the identified selection operation 
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5. Referring to Claims 6 and 13, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the second menu is a flat menu 
(0040) that includes two or more identified items (0040, 0047). 

6. Referring to Claims 7 and 15, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the second menu includes at least 
one text message that contains at least one of the one or more search parameters (refer to 0040). 

7. Referring to Claims 9 and 14, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the second menu is a hierarchical 
menu that includes two or more identified folders (refer to 0041). 

8. Referring to Claim 10, Kippenhan disclosed a device for searching for a folder or item in a 
menu of a wireless device, comprising: 

an interface at a remote server that receives one or more search parameters from the wireless 
device (it is server comprises a interface to receive parameter, refer to 0045), the one or more 
parameters different from a menu navigation command of the wireless device; 
a search device that performs a search operation based on the one or more search parameter, the 
search operation identifying at least one folder and/or at least one item, the at least one folder and 
at least one item each being part of a preexisting deck maintained by said remote server and 
communicated to the wireless device (0045, 0046) and 

a managing device that provides information to the wireless device based on the search operation 
(refer to 0045-0047); 
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wherein one of the at least one identified folder and/or the at least one identified item or a portion 
of a second menu is provided for display on the wireless device, and wherein the second menu is 
formed based on the provided information (0047). 

9. Referring to Claim 12, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the wireless device displays a portion of 
the second menu (refer to 0045) 

10. Referring to Claim 16, Kippenhan disclosed a script processor that provided at least one 
search parameter in response to a script directed to one or more query operations (refer to 0045). 

11. Referring to Claim 17, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the script processor accessing 
information relating to an external network in response to the script (refer to 0041). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kippenhan et al 
hereinafter Kippenhan (US. 2002/0091762) in view of Roundtree et al hereinafter LaDue (U.S 
6185198)

1 . Referring to Claim 4, Kippenhan disclosed wherein the script further including one or more 
operations (refer to 0041). 

Kippenhan did not expressly indicate the operation includes performs one of facilitating a 
purchase facilitating a reservation based on the query and placing a phone call. 
LaDue indicated the real time billing and debit transaction (purchase) (refer to Col 12, Lines 
55-67) by dialing or messaging/paging (refer to Col 13, lines 60-67) 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art 
to combine both Kippenhan and LaDue inventions since Kippenhan discloses the client 
system/wireless phone has the capability to shop online (refer to 0008). 
The suggestion/motivation would have been that because it is very efficient for user consists 
capability to pay billing and purchasing items such as games or ring tone just by pressing the 
bottom or making phone call, furthermore, by placing the call, it prevent the online security 
fault and the user does not have to enter the information via webpage to decrease the identify 
theft. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see page 3, filed 3/2/06 with respect to the cited art does not pre- 
dates the earliest effective filing data of the instant application which have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of previous action have been withdrawn.
